Foal May Be Raised on Cov/e Milk in 
Case of Accident— Attendant Must 
Be Patient. 
• 


(By W. S. ALEXANDER. Wisconsin Ex­ 
periment Station.) 
In case tho mare dies or has no 
milk tho foal may bo raised on cowl’ 
milk, if the attendant conducts the 
work 
patiently 
and 
intelligently. 
Choose the milk of, a cow that has 
recently calved, preferably one which 
gives milk low In butterfat, as mares’ 
milk, while rich In sugar, is poor in 
fat. 
Sweeten tfip milk with molasses 
or sugar and dilute with warm water. 
Give a little of this prepared milk at 
short intervals from a scalded nurs­ 
ing bottle and large rubber nipple. Ile 
careful to keep the bottle and nipple 
scrupulously clean. 
Add an ounce ol 
lime water to each pint of the pre­ 
pared milk and: allow half a cupful 
once an bour at first. 
As the foal grows, gradually in 
crease the amount of milk fed and 
lengthen the intervals between meals. 
In a few days food may be given six 
times a day and, later, four times 
daily. 
The foal will soon learn to 
drink from a pail, if allowed to suck 
the attendant's fingers at first. 
Until the bowels move freely give 
rectal injections night and morning. 
If tho foal scours at any time give 
two to four tablespoonfuls of a m ix­ 
ture of sweet oil and pure castor oil 
shaken up in milk, and stop feeding 
milk for two or three meals, allowing 
sweetened warm water and ltme wa­ 
ter instead. Let the foal lick oatmeal 
as soon as it will eut and gradually 
increase Hie amount and add wheat 
bran. 
In five or six weeks some 
sweet skim milk may be given and the 
amount gradually increased daily un­ 
til, in three months or so, it may be 
given freely three times a day in 


lost, nor worn down, the ewe may be 
bred and kept for a year with good j 
results.

Extremes to Avoid. 
“One of the important factors in 
roadmaking is to control the moisture 
content of the soil in making up the 
roadbed. 
When the soil is dry it 
crumbles to dust and when it con­ 
tains too much water it becomes mud. 
These are two extremes to avoid. 


Too *Much Moisture on Top. 
Trees should not be allowed to 
shade the road as this keeps it toe 
moist on tho surface after rains, BO 
that travel spoil* the surface. 


London, June 22.—A prominent Lon­ 
don franker, in a long letter to the 
press, pleads for a 
great 
national 
wave of public and private economy 
in England. 
Such a 
campaign, 
he 
urges, is necessary to enable the na 
tion to meet suecessfuly the financial 
problems before it in connection with! 
the war. 
These problems are two­ 
fold—first the raising of sufficient in­ 
ternal loans to meet the colossal war 
expenditure, and second, the adjust­ 
ment of the external balance sheet, 
in other words, the payment of other 
nations for the enormous purchases 
which England and her 
allies 
are 
making and must make from them. 
The “trade balance” against Eng­ 
land for the present year is estimated 
by the writer at well over five billion 
dollars. 
“This balance,” 
ho 
says, 
“will have to be provided either by 
borrowing 
largely 
in 
America, 
a 
course to which there ar*» serious dif­ 
ficulties and objections, or by selling 
sufficient American securtties to cov­ 
er the deficit, or by sending gold. 
Any of these methods 
is 
likely 
to 
prove a difficult business, 
but 
the 
necessity of adopting some way out is 
shown by the rate of exchange be­ 
tween the United States and various 
European countries 
“As the 
balance 
of 
indebtedness 
grows, so the exchange rates grow 
more unfavorable to the country con­ 
cerned, and so, do its imports cost 
more and more. 
For 
this 
reason 
Russia is at tins moment paying near­ 
ly 30 per cent over the normal price 
for all her imports. Germany over 13, 
Austria 20 per cent, Italy IO per cent, 
France about 3 per cent, and Great 
Britain about 1% per cent. 
“So long as we export gold as free­ 
ly as the exchange warrant it, they 
cannot, of course, • go 
much 
more 
against us. 
But it is necessary to 
recognize that the maintenance of our 
free gold market will certainly in­ 
volve a heavy strain on our gold re­ 
serve. 
We are the only market left 
from which gold can be obtained, and, 
w hile most of the gold newly mined, 
comes here, we are obliged owing to 
the pressure of our own and our al­ 
lies’ imports, to let much go. 
A good many millions have been 
exported in the last two 
or 
three 
months, and the flow continues. It is 
of ver\ great importance to London 
as the world’s financial center not on­ 
ly that our gold reserve should re­ 
main secure, but that w*e should not 
have to abandon our traditional role 
as the world’s free gold market. But 
I the more we import the greater our 
indebtedness and the more difficult do 
these two tasks become. 
“We are brought back then to the 
parmount necessity to our country of 
economy, such economy as is being 
practised today by the German peo 
pie. 
We import nearly 300,000,000 
pounds w’orth a year of food, about 
the same amount of raw materials, 
and nearly 200,000,000 pounds of man­ 
ufactured 
articles. 
Every 
pound’s 
worth of food wasted, of meat, petrol,' 
rubber, tobacco, or any other article 
w'bich we can economise, unnecessar­ 
ily consumed means a pound’s worth 
more import and a pound more in the 
bill against us. 
We should import 
only absolute necessities and produce 
everything in this country that we 
possibly can. To import what is sup­ 
erfluous means to reduce by so much 
the money available for government 
loans, contributes by so much to the 
difficulty of keeping our gold reserve 
and system of 
credit 
intact, 
and 
makes it by so much more expensive 
to obtain our vital supplies of muni­ 
tions and raw” materials. 
“It must be remembered that owing 
to changed war conditions there is a 
great risk of our consumption actual­ 
ly increasing. 
One effect of our lav­ 
ish expenditure Is to transfer a large 
amount of income from the wealthier 
to the poorer classes. 
A large redis­ 
tribution of w*ealth is in process. 
So 
far so good. 
In itself, no doubt, ex­ 
cellent, but not if the money which 
in the hands of the wealthy wTould be 
saved is in the hands of its new pos­ 
sessors simpl$r spent. 
“Money is being taken oi\t of the 
pockets of the investing classes and 
being redistributed in thy 
form 
of 
higher w*ages, w*ar bonuses, separation 
allowances, and so forth among the 
non-investing 
classes. 
Consumption 
is therefore likely to increase and con­ 
sumption of a kind not necessary for 
the conduct of the w*a»\ 
More food, 
drink and tobacco will be consumed; 
more labor employed in services not 
distributing to the national strength; 
more time unprofitably 
spent; 
less 
money saved.

London, June 22.—That aeroplanes 
can be effectively employed against 
submarines is the opinion of L. Blin 
Desblede, who HT regarded here as an 
authority 
on 
aeronautical engineer­ 
ing. He has evolved a plan by wrhich, 
he contends, German submarine war­ 
fare against British commerce can be 
checked. 
“Put in a nutshell, my scheme is * 
as follows,” he writes in The Syren 
and Shipping. 
“To have at selected* 
places along the coast of Great Brit­ 
ain and Ireland a number of small 
but highly efficient aerial squadrons 
whose duty would be either closely 
to scrutinize the area comprised be­ 
tween the coast and a line some 150 
fillies from it, or, in special cases, to 
act as a convoy to liners or cargo 
steamers. 
“If the sea area defined above were 
rendered a danger zone for the ene­ 
my’s submarines to enter, and if the 
enemy wrere made 
to 
realize 
that 
within that zone their submarines ran 
a greater risk than the merchant ves­ 
sels they were out to attack, then it * 
wrould 
follow 
that 
the 
submarine 
‘blockade’ would be rendered ineffec^ 
tual. 
“It wTould of course be argued that; 
if the enemy’s submarines were pre­ 
vented 
from 
operating 
within lSOfj 
miles of our coast they could stRl 
carry their operations 
beyond 
that’ 
limit. 
This argument w*ould, in they 
ory, be correct, but it should be notedf" 
that all German submarine attacks on^ 
British vessels have been carried out 
within sight of the British coast and 
inside the 150 mile limit, w'hich is 
well within the range of aeroplanes, 
iii most weather conditions.” 
j 
To meet the double 
difficulty 
hitting a moving submarine and of 
the possible harmless 
explosion 
of 
bombs by their impact against the 
waiter, Mr. tlisblede holds that aero­ 
planes intended to tackle submarines 
must be specially armed.. 
“That special armament, he says, 
“must consist of a number of effi­ 
cient anti-submarine bombs capable 
of surmounting the two preceding di* 
ficulties. 
In other words, 
an 
anti-' 
submarine air bomb must damage the 
submarine, whether it actually strikes 
the v t i ^ l or not, provided 
it 
falls 
within twenty yards of the craft, and 
it must not explode on impact with 
the water. 
“Such anti-submarine 
air bombs,” 
Mr. Desblede adds, “have now* been 
designed.”

“Enorm ous quantities of bulbs, also, 
j secni to have been sent to public 
j auctions in several foreign countries, 
I to be sold in that way a t exceedingly 
J low prices—which did not help the 
Dutch bulb business. 
At the end of 
the export season, tulips and narcissi 
proved to be practically l.11 sold, while 
there still rem ained 
an 
im portant 
stock of hyacinths in the warehouses, 
w hich had to be thrown a wax in the 
end.

will be worse than ever.” 
It is thy sm aller bulb growers wrho 
suffer most, just as it is the small 
butcher, baker and candlestick m ak­ 
er in Holland who has, so far, had to 
bear the chief burden of w ar’s m isery. 
The small bulb grow er m ust sell to 
the large wholesaler, who has the fa­ 
cilities for storing the bulbs and can 
afford to do so. One large w holesaler 
of Hillegom, near here, recently stated 
that he had received over 1,000,000 
bulbs at his w arehouses, of which he 
! had been able to dispose of only 150,- 
000. 
These bulbs came 
from 
the 
small growers. 
The bulb fields of Holland are a 
rare sight fam iliar to Tourists, espe­ 
cially during the tulip flowing season, 
before the 
tulips, 
however, 
there 
have been the snowdrops, the croci 
and the narcissi; and 
after 
them 
come the hyacinths and the gladioli. 
The tulip bulbs are as a rule of five 
year's growth, and are sold in their 
third year. 
They are sold while yet 
in flower, in the case of the small 
grower by auction, held on the ground 
by local notaries, who make a very 
good thing out of it, 
w hether 
the 
grower does or not. 
W hen the crop has been sold the 
blossoms a re cut and heaped in a 
pile in a corner of the field to rot 
and serve as fertilizer. 
Some of the 
finer ones are sold to dealers in oui 
flow ers; m any are giver to anybody 
and everybody who asks for them. 
Of a fine Sunday in spring it is a 
great sight to w atch thousands of
